NEW PLAN- FOR 
MILLWOOD DAM 
(Editorial, Arkansas 
Democrat, March 24) 
Millwood dam near the mouth of 


Little river has been the subject 
of a regional dispute since shortly 
after Congress authorized construc- 
tion several years ago. 


A new plan is to be submitted to 


the chief of the Army 
Corps of 


Engineers and the Board of Rivers 
and Harbors. We very much doubt 
that the revision will resolve the 
dispute. 


Communities 
above the 
dam 


site in both Arkansas 
and 
Okla- 


homa parts 
of the basin 
have 


fought 
the dam, 
because, 
as 


originally designed, it would per- 
manently submerge a large acre- 
age of agricultural 
and timber 


land. 


They feared 
it would damage 


existing industries and 
prevent 


them from 
acquiring new wood 


products plants. They urged con- 
struction of smaller dams which 
would afford approximately 
the 


same degree of flood 
protection 


and also generate 
hydroelectric 


power. 


Residents of the Red river val- 


ley, below the 
mouth of 
Little 


river, wanted 
Millwood built for 


flood protection. In recent months 
civic and business leaders of com- 
munities in the Texarkana 
area 


formed a water district 
associa- 


tion. 


They desire a big permanent re- 


servoir at Millwood to furnish wa- 
ter for irrigation and industry. 


The modified plan calls for 
a 


dam at Millwood to impound wa- 
ters only during flood season and 
six small reservoirs on Little River 
and its tributaries. 
Besides flood 


protection, these structures would 
supply water for municipal and in- 
dustrial use. 


But local interest would have to 


bear part of the 
initial cost 
for 


flood control and all the 
cost 
of 


the extra functions. 
. 


A "dry" dam at Millwood looks 


like a poor 
compromise. -Being 


under water from time to time, re- 
servoir lands couldn't be improv- 
ed to'high degree. If-Millwood is. 
to be built, then-it sno'uTd'^glve the 
greatest 
possible economic bene- 


fits. 


Whether local 
interests 
could 


take on heavy 
financial responsi- 


bility for upstream construction is 
a big question in our mind.
